Baptists in Florence, Italy, 
came through the recent de- 
vastating flood with no loss 
of life but with considerable 
property damage. 

Florence was the city hard- 
est hit when torrential storms 
flooded the Arno and Po Riv- 
ers in northern Italy, spread- 
ing ruin over a wide area. 
Word from other places 
where Baptists may have 
suffered in the disaster was 
not available when the Euro- 
pean Baptist Press Service 
reported on the flood Novem- 
ber 16. 

The Baptist church in Flor- 
ence is located near the Arno, 
whose rampaging waters 
poured through the city No- 
vember 4, causing 24 deaths 
(according to a news report a 
few days later), as well as

SUIT FILED TO VOID 


ARKANSAS ACTION 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (BP) 


—Three Arkansas Baptist pas- 
tors have filed suit in Pulaski 
Chancery Court here in an at- 
tempt to nullify the vote of 
the Arkansas Baptist State 
Convention to release owner- 
ship of the Arkansas Baptist 
Medical Center here so it can 
accept federal zrants. 


In . filing the suit, the 


plaintiffs claimed that the 
convention. did not vote to 
amend its constitution to pro- 
vide for transfer of the hospi- 


the meeting of the state con- 
vention in Little Rock, Nov. 7. 

The plaintiffs “bring this 
action on behalf of themselves 
and all other members of the 
Arkansas Baptist State Con- 
vention similiarly situated,” 
the compiaint stated. 

Named as defendents in the 
suit are the convention presi- 
dent, Don Hook of Little Rock, 
vice president Thomas. Hinson 
of West Memphis, and Exec- 
utive Secretary S: A. Whitlow

Baptist Convention, William 
Carey ‘College has participat- 
ed in the following construc- 
tion loans from the agency of 
the government of the United 
States known as the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development: 

1961 — Construction loan of 
$250,000.00 for the building of 
Abner Potk Hall, a men’s dor- 
mitory with the capacity of 
110. : 

1963 — Construction loan of 
$350,000.00 for the building of 
Bass Hall, a women's dormi- 
tory with the capacity of 150. 

The outstanding balance of 
Abner Polk Hall (11-23-66) is 
$308,000.00. 

In 1966, the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment approved a loan reserve 
to William Carey College in 
the sum of $700,000.00 for the 
construction of a proposed 
Food Center and renovation 
of Ross, Johnson, and Law- 
rence Halls. Due to the mora- 
torium on government loans 
suggested by the 1965 Missis- 
sippi Baptist Convention, Wil- 
liam Carey College has not ne- 
gotiated the loan. 

Buildings Listed 

The following buildings have 
been constructed in the 
twelve-year history of William 
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Carey College from Capital 
Needs AHocations of the Con- 
vention, from gifts to the Col- 
lege, and from loans indicat- 
ed above:

In 1965, the Mississippi Bap- 
tist Convention approved the 
Education Commission’s re- 
port authorizing Mississippi 
Baptist institutions to lease 
land for private construction 
and to finance said construc- 
tion through private channels. 
A men's’ dormitory, Bryant 
Hall, was built as a result of 
this Convention decision by a 
lease - purchase arrangement 
with B. L. Chain and Asso- 
ciates” requiring the annual 
payment of $24,990 for 30 
years, after which time the 
building becomes the property 
of the College. 

In 1959, William Carey Col- 
lege became a participating 
institution in the National De- 
fense Student Loan program. 
Since that date, 1,727 students 
have secured $425,601.68 in in- 
dividual loans from this 
source. The following is the 
schedule of the students’ par- 
ticipation:

John Hurt in The Baptist Standard 


(The Baptist General Conviction in its recent ses- 
sion voted that its institutions should not accept fed- 
eral grants and loans. It did not, however, disapprove 
of student loans, payment for service rendered by the 
institutions, faculty grants, etc. Editor John Hurt wrote 
the following editorial in the Baptist Standard concern- 
ing the convention action, and it seemed to fit the 
Mississippi situation so well that we are using it here. 
We fool only ourselves if we think $1 of Baptist money 
can compete with $5 or $10 in federal and state funds.) 


Will Texas Baptists match their convictions with 
dollars? That’s the question which keeps echoing from 
the 1966 sessions of the Baptist General Convention. 

Major action of the sessions was reaffirmation. of 
a ban on government loans for Baptist institutions. 
The conviction was deep enough that messengers re- 
jected a special committee report which eliminated 
subsidized interest rates. 

But what of the future? We fool only ourselves if 
we insist on a normal program of financial support. 

The situation is accute in the colleges. Institutions 
accepting tax dollars have the advantage in faculty 
salaries. They also have the advantage of lower stu- 
dent costs. All of which means there must be millions 
more in Baptist dollars if we provide a superior edu- 
cation for our students. 

Where, then, is the positive action to advance 
Christian education after the negative action concern- 
ing government loans? 

Approximately a fourth of the Cooperative Pro- 
gram budget now goes to Christian education. There 
is little thought and no hope of any major percentage 
adjustment within the budget. 

There is the possibility of an all-out effort, a pro- 
gram such as not even Texans have seen, to increase 
the church percentage of giving through the Coopera- 
tive Program. Maybe there is a possibility in designa- 
tions, such as the Hundred Thousand Club of 20-odd 
years ago which paid Baptists out of debt. 

The convention authorized a committee to study 
possibilities. It will report next year, and it must re- 
port an answer for the future. It is either that or con- 
vention courage to close some of its colleges in order 
that others may survive. 

We cannot afford a second-class program of high- 
er education under the auspices of Texas Baptists. 
Let’s resolve to match our convictions with our dol- 
lars, millions of them, in the decade ahead.

These verses set forth the 


proud. 
The Reign Of Peace 
Veres 6-9 

In these verses the prophet 
describes the perfect fulfil- 
ment of the Messiah’s reign 
in terms of peace. It is a 
poetic and figurative descrip- 
tion declaring that wild and 
ferocious beasts will no longer 
make cruel attacks on the 
lamb and the kid and the calf. 
They will have become ile 
to the point that ‘‘a little child 
shall lead them.’’ This era of 
peace will surely come, but it 
is something beyond the 
present age, something which 
Christ will accomplish by his 
sovereignty. 

Truths To Live By 

The hope for peace is in the 
Prince of peace.—The world 
order is dominated by the 
spirit of selfishness. Greed 
and jealousy, and pride in un- 
Yregenerated hearts produce 
enmity, strife, and violence. 
Wars and rumors of wars are 
the inevitable outcome of the 
reign of sin. The hope for 
peace, therefore, must be 
found in One who delivers 
men from the reign of sin by 
the power of grace. Through 
the redemption of Christ,’ the 
hearts of men are changed. 
Selfishness, bitterness, and 
hate are transformed into at- 
titudes of unselfishness, love, 
and generosity, There is 
reconciliation in Christ, unity 
in Christ, and peace in Christ.

tion and the 10th anniversary

In connection with the an- 
niversary the church will en- 
gage in evangelistic services 
with Rev. Robert M. Carlisle, 
pastor of Big Ridge Church, 
Biloxi doing the preaching, 
and Adam Ortiz, Music Di- 
rector for the church, leading 
the music. Services will be at 
regular hours on Sunday, and 
at 7:00 each evening during 
the week. 

On the first night, the 
church will hold a commemo- 
ration service, honoring the 
memory of Rev. Thomas F. 
Henry, founder of the church. 
Bro. Henry died in 1956. 

The work of this church be- 
gan late in the summer 
of 1947, when Rev. Thomas 
F. Henry, began Sunday 
School and preaching services 
in a tent just east of the 
present Northeast Ward Ele- 
mentary School on the Pass 
Road. In September the well 
remembered hurricane de- 
stroyed the tent, but did not 
weaken the Henry's faith in 
God's call for a work here. 
The Sunday School and 
preaching services were held 
in the Henry home. 

There were times when the 
Henrys thoughtggg of acceptin 
other calls, but the need of 
the children of the community 
who came knocking on their 
door was too great. The num- 
bers increased to forty or 
more. On October 16, 1958 the 
first services were held in the 
Pass Road Baptist Mission, as 
an organized mission. 

Mr. Ralph Case, the late

Henry signed a note for the 
first plot of ground, and a 
friend from Kansas sent a 
check to buy a wooden frame 
building (Fire Station No. 2) 
from Gulfport Field.

The Lord blessed and _in- 
creased the church and soon 
the building became inade- 
quate. In 1953 more land was 
purchased adjacent to the 
first plot, and the present 
sanctuary was built. 

Rev. Henry died on Novem- 
ber 30, 1956, and the congre- 
gation asked Brother John 
Wade, who had recently as- 
sisted as song leader in a re- 
vival effort, to lead them, and 
during* this crucial time the 
church was not without lead- 
ership for even a week. 

Brother Wade's ministry be- 
gan the first Sunday in De- 
cember, 1956, although he did 
not accept the congregation’s 
call officially until the third 
Wednesday Night of February 
1957. 

The church continued to 
grow, and the need for addi- 
tional space was soon appar- 
ent. On August 2, 1960 another 
parcel of land, 100° x 360’ 'was 
purchased, and in 1961 a new 
two-story educational unit was 
built by the men and women 
of the church. 

The Lord continued to bless 
and the membership contin- 
ued to increase and in 1964, to 
meet further needs of expan- 
sion, another educational unit 
consisting of a single floor 
was built. The existing two- 
story educational unit and 
auditorium were completely 
renovated. 

The value of the church 
property has increased from 
$6,000 to $150,000 during these 
years and the total income 
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has grown from $1,310 to more 
than $22,000 during the pres- 
ent year. 

During the sixteen year his- 
tory, 685 converts have been 

tized and 842 members 
have been received into the 
church fellowship by letter or 
statement, giving a total of 
1,527 members received -by 
the church. 

Of the 685 baptized by the 
church , 595 have been bap- 
tized during the ministry of 
Brother Wade and of the 842 
received by letter or state- 
ment, 745 have been received 
during his ministry. The 
church now has 465 resident 
members. Sunday School en- 
rolment is 237 with an aver- 
age attendance of 164plus, 
and a Training Union enrol- 
ment of 175 with an average 
attendance of 100-plus. 

In the church year 1956-57 


- 91 were received by baptism, 


and 85 by letter. The most 
outstanding year for the 
church was 1958 - 59, when 
109 were baptized and 100 re- 
ceived by letter into the 
church fellowship. 

For the immediate future, 
church year 1966-67, a new 
two-story educational unit is 
to be built. The lower floor 
will house the nursery depart- 
ment, and the upper floor will 
provide facilities for the Be- 
ginners, and Primaries and a 
projection room for visual 
education.

Bearing The Good News 


By James Terpo, Supt. of Missions, Panola County 
Luke 24:44-49 

Effective Christian witnessing involves far more than 
uniting with a local church or abiding by a fixed set of rules. 
esus emphasized the importance of the Holy Spirit in the 

zs ‘ life of the believer as power, as personality, 
~. and as prociaimer. All of these enable the 
Christian properly to identify, to influence, 
and to be instrumental in sharing the gospel 
of Christ with a needy world. 

Jesus assured His followers that they 
would experience a filling of the Holy Spirit 
by waiting in Jerusalem. In reality they ex- 
perienced a clothing of the Spirit for their 
task of preaching the gospel. The matter of 

f identity was of such importance to them that 
the Spirit enabled them to be distinguished from the world 
around them. This is not to say that they withdrew for fear 
of persecution or for other reasons. But their true identity 
was with Christ and His church. I remember a young soldier 
when I served as a member of our armed forces. He was not 
the most outstanding soldier in his group. However, one thing 
stood out in his duties as a man in the uniform of his coun- 
try. He was given the responsibility of carrying the company 
flag at the head of the company as the men marched. You 
cannot imagine the thrill that came to him as he identified 
himself with his fellow soldiers by bearing their flag. Ail of 
us are not gifted with the same number of talents with which 
to do the work that Christ saved us to do. But we can will- 
ingly offer our best in His service. 

The personality of the Spirit is such that we cannot long 
identify without bearing influence. Life has many ingredients 
that go to make up our total effectiveness as Christians. Our 
attitudes, our conduct, and our associations with others will 
be more influential than we can imagine. We are asked to 
be what the Spirit can do in and through us and nothing 
more. Therefore, if given the rightful place-in our lives, the 
Holy, Spirit. will touch lives that we believe to be beyond His 
reach. 

Every Christian should be deeply grateful for the voice 
of the Spirit in our lives. He only asks that He might have 
use of our hands, our feet, our eyes, our voice, and all that 
we are, in order that He might proclaim through us the 
glorious message of redemption. How thrilling to know that 
we who are saved have already shared in God’s divine plan 
and purpose for mankind. But we shall never know the full 
joy of the Christian life until we lose ourselves in His will as 
we make Him known to others. 

The outreach of our own personal witness can never be 
any more effective than the power with which we are clothed. 
Could it be that because of our unwillingness to be used of 
the Lord that we have closed the door to the working of the 
Spirit? God forbid! There are precious souls waiting, as 
though it were at the door of every Baptist church in Missis- 
sippi, lost, spiritually hungry, and without hope, longing for’ 
the warmth of God’s love. We must bear the responsibility if 
they do not hear. Therefore, tell it again, and again . . Jesus 
saves!
